Officers Become Suspicious When In- 
terpreter Has Difficulty In Making 
Men Understand—Were Equipped 
With Passperts and Claimed to Be 
Japanese Students 


Boston, Dec. 1.—One of the clever- 
est: plots to smuggle Chinamen into 
the United States that ever came to 
light was nipped in the bud by immi- 
gration officials at this port when two 
eabin passengers on the steamship 
Hamburg of the Hamburg- -American 
line, who were traveling as Japanese 
students, broke down and contessed 
that their real names are Moy Sam 
and Louis Ying. 

Their companion, Takaui Maru- 
tani, a bone fide Japanese, was held 
bythe federal inspectors and he will 


\‘be charged with attempting to land 


aliens illegally. 


he pair of “Japanese” figured on 


ithe dimer’s passenger list as Tadao 


Imamuro and Tone Kobayashi. They 
were provided with passports, Aap- 
parently regular, which had been is- 
sted in Japan. But the suspicions of 
Inspectors William West and Ferri 
Weiss aroused both by the appearance 
of the “students” and by the fact that 
Marutani, upon acting as interpreter, 
bad the greatest difficulty in making 
his alleged compatriots understand 
what he. said to them. 

Whtn Marutani was questioned by 
Inspector Weiss, he declared that the 
{wo-men had spent a year attending a 
private school in England. As they 
were ungble to speak half a dozen 
words in English, this also showed 
something was wrong. All were de- 
tained for a hearing before a board of 
special inquiry, when the Chinamen 
Admitted their identity to Shere Foo 
Moy, the Chinese interpreter of the 
immigation service. 

Many hours were spent by Deputy 
immigation Commissioner J. J. Hur- 
iey investigating the case, and while 
he would not tell that he had evidence 
to show that others in this country 
are involved in the plot, more de- 
| velopments are expected. 

Marutani told the inspector that he 
was a passenger on the steamship 
Cymric of the White Star line, arriv- 
ing in Boston fn October, 1912. ‘This 
Wag verified by the records at the im- 
migration station. On that occasion 
there were three other Japanese with 
him. 

it is not believed by any person con- 
nected with the immigration service 
that Marutani has told the half about 
himself that he is able to. When 
Deputy Commissioner 
Hurley, he pretended frequently to 
have little knowledge of English, es- 
pecially when any searching question 
was put to him. But at other times 
he answered easily.

The penalty attached to the smug- 
giing of Chinamen into the country is 
severe. At least $1000 fine and a term 
of imprisonment may be imposed, or 
both, at the discretion of the court.

TAX ABATEMENTS. 
Citizens of Quincy: 

Before continaiag my story on what 
is the matter with Quincy I wish to 
speak of my experieuce in trying to 
see the assessors books relating to 
valuations, taxes, and abatemenis. On 
numerous occasions I have requested 
to see the books but was repeatedly 
refused by the assessors under vari- 
ous excuses such as, they were too 
busy, or were using the books, or the 
books were oui, or I would have to 
See the principal assessor. 

Last Monday I appeared before the 
full board of assessors fortified with 
the city charter and called their at- 
tention to section 39 where it states 
every board and every officer shall 
keep a record of all official transac- 
tions and such records shall be open 
for public inspection. I was also 
fortified with a letter from the tax- 
commissioner of the Commonwealth 
stating that the book of abatements, 
as well as the books of taxes and val- 
uations could be examined by any 
resident or any city official during 
reasonable hours. There was no 
secrecy about them and they were 
open for public inspection. 

I was allowed to see two books on 
abatements real and personal from 
1904 to 1909 inclusive and real only 
from 1909 to the present. I was un- 
able to see the rebates on personal 
for the past six years, from 1908 to 
the present time. What I did find 
was astonishing. For example, I 
found on these abatement books 
where the Fore River Ship building 
Corp. were allowed the following 
abatements from Dec. 29, 1904 to Dec. 
30, 1909, inclusive:

The total abatement in: five years 
was $29,089.00: averaging for each 
| year $4848.16, a much larger’ amount 
abated than the city taxed them on 
their land, » Such unfair, insidious, 
and indefensible methods msed by 
our assessors past and present after 
the tax levy had been made, combined 
with its vicious system of undervalu- 
ations, caused an incalculable hard- 
ship upon the less favored tax-payers 
who without knowledge or consent 
were unjustly compelled to bear a 
double burden not only of a much 
higher tax-rate but of an increase in 
the valuations. This unfair system 
is the cause of all sections of the city |Y 
being compelled to go without need- 
ed improvements and many of the 
necessary repairs. It is the only rea- 
son why there is no money to do these 
things with and why our men are’ 
walking the streets unemployed. 
Seventy-five miles of our streets are 
in bad condition and need immediate 
attention. There is. urgent need and 
work enough on our streets and pub- 
lic works which would require the em- 
ployment of three hundred men. By 
the present unfair methods of asgess- 
ing we hardly raise money enough to 
pay the running expenses, interest and 
debt falling due which compels the 
city to borrow continually and thus 
increase the debt. Such methods stop 
progress and prevent Citizens getting 
employment upon the highways and 
public works, and force the homes of 

some of our citizens to be sold from 
the steps of City hall for taxes. 

Why are not our assessors as con- 
siderate in the undervaluations and 
abatements of the little home-owner, 
the little business-man and the little 
manufacturer? Conditions in our 
city affairs financially have become

very serious. Beyond any question 
our assessors past and present have 
not been qualified nor cémpetent to 
meet the requirements and needs of 
this city.

Our commissioner of water front, 
waterways, and navigation is my au- 
thority in city report 1912. That land 
on the marshes at South Boston is to- 
day held at $3.00 per foot where it can 
be reached with a spur track. In 
Ward 6 alone, if the land was taxed 
seventy-five per cent of its value there 
would be an increase of more than 
six millions “above its present assess- 
ment. No jlandjin the city of Quincy 
should be taxed less than one cent per 
foot. No land should be taxed by the 
acre. We liave passed the period of 
the country town taxing fifty acre 
plots of fine building land at $18.00 
per acre. It isa crime. Annex the 
city of Quincy to Boston and conser- 
vatively speaking, the valuations of 
this city would be increased fifty mil- 
lions above the present values.

The 
demands included a wage scale and 
ehange of working conditions, which 
vary according to the kind of work 
done. The wage scale for drivers of 
horse wagons ranges from $13 to $18 
& week, and for chauffeurs from $14 
to $18 a week. 

The hours of labor range’from eight 
to twelve hours a day. The union did 

not demand a “closed shop,” but that 
there should be no _ discrimination 
paceinst union men.

Mayor Charles S. Ashley of New 
Bedtord was probably the most promi- 
nent figure of the day, winning his 
seventeenth election. 

Other mayors re-elected were Harry

Woman’s Suspersion Asked on Ch-orge 
That Pupils Were Under Her Spell.

| papers and left at each house on the 
| street. At this hearing one man ap- 
| peared in favor of the change and 
| several in opposition. As a result of 
the arguments presented, the commit- 
tee reported “leave to withdraw” on 
jthe petition or in other words they 
j were convinced that “public conven- 
ience and necessity” did not require 
the change. But a certain councilman 
| from Ward Five had the order laid on 
the table and later referred back to 
the committee where it reposed for 
several weeks. 

Just what new light was thrown on 
the matter during this period or what 
| subterranean methods were used to 
| change the views of the committee the 
writer is unable to say but the com- 
mittee in its new wisdom reported 
favorably on the order Monday even- 
ing and twelve of the thirteen coun- 
cilmen voting, sustained the commit- 
tee.

PRESIDENTS LANE. 

Although there was opposition to 
changing the name of Goffe street to 
Presidents lane those in favor were 
in the majority. The real objection 
was from those believing the present 
name all right and that in real estate 
conveyances and land titles a change 
of name made confusion and possibly 
future trouble for present -or prospec- 
tive owners of property on the street. 

By vote of the City Council Monday 
evening Goffe street will henceforth 
be known as Presidents lane, In the 
old days it was called-Presidents lane 
because President John Adams used 
to drive his cows over it to pasture 
and was accustomed on pleasant 
mornings, even when he was more 
than ninety years old, to walk to the 
top of the hill at the end of the lane 
to see the sun rise. 

Being a “city of presidents” the 
name president ahd Adams naturally 
figure prominently in the hames of our 
thoroughfares and Jandmarks_ es- 
pecially at thé south part of the town 
where John Adams and his son John 
Quincy Adams were born, and in the 
vicinity: of their later home, the Vas- 
sell house on Adams street. 

The railroad station is known as 
Quincy Adams and there is also a 
Presidents road at South Quincy, 
while the presidential mansion fs on 
Adams street, just over Presidents 
bridge on the north slope of Presidents 
hill, Goffe street or as renamed Presi- 
dents lane going up over the hill from 
in front of the’ mansion:

PUBLIC OWNERSHIP. 


One of the panaceas frequently 
recommended for our political, indus- 
trial and social ills is public owner- 
ship of public utilities. Certain mis- 
guided souls honestly believe it would 
open the door to the millennium, and 
certain other souls, for selfish rea-' 
sons, dishonestly encourage them in 
that belief. 

Public ownership of railroads and 
railways, unless demagogs cease from 
troubling, is certain to come in the 
near future; and already “The Father 
of the American Parcel Post,” 
Representative Lewis. of Maryland, 
has moved to bring the telephone 
and the telegraph under the paterne] 
hand of the. government. 

The government we are told will 
net $10,000,000 on the first year’s op- 
eration of the Parcel Post; and the 
inference we are expected to draw is 
that if it can do that with the express 
business it surely can do as well with 
the telephone and telegraph business. 

But there are a couple of sizable 
niggers in the Parcel Post woodpile 
to which the advocates of public 
ownership would fain not have at- 
tention directed. One of them is that 
the government is grafting on the 
railroads, compelling them to carry, 
express matter free of charge, and 
the other is that it charges nothing 
for rent of buildings, or for deprecia- 
tion of plant or equipment in contec- 
tion with its Parcel Post business. 

Let the government be as strict in 
its own case as it is with the rail- 
roads in the matter of depreciation 
and other charges, and give the rail- 
roads what is honestly due them for 
the transportation of Parcel Post 
packages ,and the Parcel Post end of 
its activities will show a deficit in-’ 
stead of a profit. 

Public ownership of railroads, tele- 
phone and telegraph would Mean 
socialism: and if any one wants to 
know what that means let him spend 
a few months in New Zealand, as 
George W. Moore, of Brookline, Mass., 
recently did, getting first hand in- 
formation in the Socialist hot-bed of 
*he world. | 

The story Mr. Moore brings back 
about the pkactical operation of So- 
cialism is not calculated if widely 
sirculated,-to.increase the Socialist 
vote in this country. According to 
him the Socialist experiment there 
has been a lamentable failure, just 
such a failure, in fact, as its oppo- 
nent have foretold. 

“The country,” says Mr. Moore, “is 
run by labor leaders for the benefit 
of labor leaders, and is practically 
bankrupt. English capitalists have 
furnished the money to keep the gov- 
ernment going so far, but further 
loans have recently been refused. 

“ ‘You must make your experiment 
nay or give it up,’ the nation’s rep- 
resentatives were told by the London 
bankers. ‘We will advance nothing 
further toward your support” The 
country is how practically mortgaged 
to these English capitalists, and they 
will eventually own it. 

“Practically the only right enjoyed 
by the alleged freeman in New Zea- 
land is the right to be poor and to ab-' 
stain from work.

This embraces a more sys- 
tematized customs to be enforced along 
the border. The rebels hold all the 
important border towns except Nuevo 
Laredo and Piedras Negras, opposite 
Magle Pass. 

There remains also to be put in 
force a uniform currency system, for 
now rebel and federal currency are in 
conflict, one kind being acceptable in 
one place and another kind in another. 
The rebel postage’ stamps already are 
in use. Many governors and state of- 
ficijals are to be selected. 

Within a short time, the: ieaders 
say, a government will be in opera- 
tion in the northern part of the coun- 
try which will be entirely independent | 
cf that at Mexico City. 

The settlement of the civil ques- 
tions igs one reason why Villa has 
asked General Carranza to meet him 
at Chihuahua. Sylvestera Terrazas, 
a newspaper editor in Chihuahua, who} 
is not related to the wealthy Terrazas 
family, has been selected for gov- 
ernor of the state. Villa expects, to 
leave to Carranza the task of estab- 
lishing civil government, devcting 
himself to the military campaign 
southward towards Mexico City.

|WIRELESS CLOCK TICKS 
OVER THE SEA COMPARED. 


Washington Observatory Getting Ra- 
dio Signals From Eiffel Tower. 


The naval observatory in Washing- 
ton is now regularly receiving time sig- 
nals from the observatory of Paris by 
wireless telegraphy between the Eiffel 
tower and the naval radio tower at 
Arlington, Va, These exchanges haye 
beeli going on every day for several 
weeks, The scientific object is to 
measure by the velocity of the propa- 
gagation of radio signals over the in- 
tervening distance the precise differ- 

eee of longitude between Paris and 

Washington. 
| The complete success of the work 

had been more or less disturbed by in- 
terferences from other radio stations 
and by atmospheric conditions until 
| finally the beats of the Paris clock, as 
transmitted by wireless, were com- 
pared with the Washington clock for 
several minutes. This is the season 
| of the year when the electrical condi- 
| tions of the atmosphere are most fa- 
; yorable to such long distance work, 
j and it is now believed that the work 
of the American and the French com- 

inissions on longitudinal determina- 
fions may go forward with their task. 

The same signals which are sent by 
the Arlington’ radio station for the 
| naval observatory are to be used by 
naval hydrographic surveying parties 
in the West Indies and Central Amer- 
fea. 

The Washington naval observatory 

was the first institution to employ ra- 
| diotelegraphy for the transmission of 
its time signals to ships at sea to per- 
| mit them to check their chronometers 
| and to determine moré accurately their 
tongitude. It also transmitted such 
signals to surveying parties under the 
hydrogrdphic office to enable them to 
determine the longitude of points used 
as bases for surveys. 

In stich transmissions, however, there 
was the loss of a fraction of a sec 
ond between the time of starting 4 
| signal on its journey and of receiving 
it. It was therefore necessary to ac- 
curately measure this loss and make 
allowances. This was first accom- 
plished by the French scientists 
through what is known as the méthod 
| of “coincidences.”” The superintendent 
of the naval observatory then suggest- 
ed that comparisons be carried on be- 
tween Paris aud Washington to solve 

the problem of measuring losses. 
| The French government went further 

than to accede to the request of the 
naval observatory that American ex- 
perts be permitted to take observa- 

tions in Paris. It arranged to send a 
commission of scientists to co-operate 
with an American commission in con- 
ducting the test. This dual commis- 
sion commenced work last April. 


A NEW LAW IN PHYSICS? 


Professor Nipher Thinks [t Will Rev- 
olutionize Power Machinery. 

Francis E. Nipher, professor of phys- 
ics at Washington university, in St. 
Louls, discovered what he says is a 
new Jaw in physics, which he thinks is 
likely to lead to great changes in the 
principles of construction of power ma- 
ehinery. 

The alleged discovery is that on an 
incline of from 45 to GO degrees more 
power is required to propel an object 
on the surface than would be required 
to lift, it outright, The explanation is 
that at an incline between the degrees 
méntionéd the frictional resistance 
mikes the toad heavier than its dead 
weight. 

Professor. Nipher had been }ecturing 
before the sophomore engineering class 
and had been using formulas, After- 
ward, in looking over the formulas, he 
says, he found that while the resist: 
ance up to 45 degrees and above 60 
‘degrees is less than the dead weight 
between those points it is greater with 
the maximum resistance between 55 
and 50 degrees. 

He made further inquiries and found 
that,so far as he could discover noth- 
ing had been known of the law before. 
He said be had not had time. to. think 
out the bearings of the discovery. but 
he had no doubt that it would have # 
revolutionary effect in the construction 
of msebinery built to overcome fric

The custom of bolding courts martial 
in the British nayy after every case of 
shipwreck has #@ curious origin. In 
1741 the Wager, one of Commodore 
Anson's vessels, was wrecked off the 
coust of Chile, most of the crew being 
saved. The men and some of the jun- 
ior officers held that they were no 
ionger amenable to discipline because 
their pay ceased with the wreck, but 
the captain, whose name was Davy 
Cheap, differed, treated them as muti- 
ueers and shot one of his midshipmen. 
fle was then deposed, and most of the 
‘rew made off in three of the boats. 
Later when it was proposed to proceed 
igainst the so called mutineers the law 
flicers of the crown decided that the 
men hud been correct in their view 
[his discovery led to the framing of 
section 91 of the articles of war, which 
yrovides that in the case of shipwreck, 
iestruction or capture by the enemy a 
ship is held to remain in commission 
pending inquiry by a court martial.

Any well conducted mewspaper, 
great or small, is an exceedingly use- 
ful school. It is so discriminating, so 
severe in its intellectual demands, that 
& constant procession of men are al- 
ways being rejected as unfit. Usually 
they lack the persistent, determined 
industry which the newspaper game 
calls for. In other cases they ‘simply 
haven’t the mental acuteness that en- 
ables them to know a news story at 
sight. 

These changesskeep ‘a staff ‘con- 
stantily ‘in motion and a fellow of real 
ability ‘soon gets. ahead. But it 
might be many years before he could 
get.a chance to-act as an editorial ex- 
ecutive, as a ‘political ‘correspondent, 
as an art or dramatic critic or editor- 
idl writer, if his tastes and talents lay 
in one of those directions. 

If the metropolitan paper has a va- 
cancy to fill in ene of these higher 
positions, it is much more apt to look 
to a man who has made a success in

PARENTS" DEATH 


(ged Litchfield, Me,, Farmer 
and Wife Murdered 


BOD ES SOAKED IN KEROSENE 


Tragedy DiscOvered by Neighbors 
Who Were Attracted by Smoke— 
Young Man Had Been Drinking 
Heavily—Heads of Victims Had 
Been Battered to Pulp 


Gardiner, Me., Dec. 8.—¥Following 
a fire at their farmhouse at Litchfield, 
the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Wilfred 
8B. Eldredge were discovered in the 
ruins of what had once been the kit- 
chen in the ell of the house. 

Both bodies were battered and 
bruised and had been soaked in kero- 
sene. Apparently beth the aged man 
2n¢ woman had seen beaten over the 
head with a club until insensible and 
kerosene poured over the bodies. 

Later in the day, Fernald H. El- 
dredge, 30, their son, was arrested 
in this city. He had been drinking 
heavily. Hé wa’ unable to tell much 
about the tragedy. Immediately after 
his arrest he was rushed to Augusta 
for safekeeping. 

Hoth Mr. and Mrs. Eldredge were 
highly respected. They had but re- 
cently bought the tarm, coming to 
Litchfield from Hallowell, where El- 
dredge had been a granite cutter for 
Many years. About two months ago 
he decided he was too old to work at 
his trade and made up his mind to re- 
tire to a farm. 

The first known of the tragedy was 
when neighbors were attracted by 
smoke. Investigating, they found the 
Kidredge house a mass of flames. 

Thinking the aged pair might be 
still in bed, they broke down the door 
and were horrified to find them in the 
centre of a mass of flames on the 
kitchen floor, which had _ partially 
given away from the once of the 
tire. 

A glance told them that bioth were 
beyond aid, and the first efforts of 
the neighbors was directed toward ex- 
tinguishing the flames. After the fire 
was out they turned their attention 
to the two bodies. 

They were found close together on 
top of a burned~ sofa, wnich had 
partly dropped into the cellar be- 
neath when the floor, supports were 
weakened by fire. Both bodies were 
saturated v°tk’ kerosene, and. the 
heads of both had been reduced to 
pulp by blews from an axe or other 
instrument. Both mun and woman 
appeared to have suffered terribl: 
agony before dying. 

It was apparent that fhe tragedy 
had occurred before breakfast, for al- 
though the chores had been done the 
Sunday morning pot of baked beans 
was still untouched upon the stove.

Deaths about Bryan totalled eight 
to ten, according to a report. Re- 
ports from the Colorado river, which 
parallels tHe Brazos river, fifty to 
seventy-five miles southwest of here, 
indicated that the Brazos overilow 
Was being duplicated there, but cn a 
smaller scale. The total loss of Jjife 
in the Colorado river floods so far was 
reported as five.

To meet the need of a definite spe- 
cial agency to fight the battle of soci- 
ety against this disease the American 
Society For the Contro! of Cancer has 
been formed. Patterned somewhat 
after the National Association For the 
Stedy and Prevention of Tubereulosis. 
yet recognizi-gg an entirely different 
problem and planning different metb- 
ods, the organization aims to establish 
x clearing house of information on 
cancer and to become the channel 
through which authoritative  state- 
inents will be made to the public. 

One of the first objects will be to 
obtain the keeping of systematic and 
uniform records of cancer cases in 
hospitals and dispensaries to provide 
the basis for more detailed and _ posi- 
tive deductions as to the value of 
surgical treatnient in different mani- 
festations and stages of the disease. 
When by this method and by the col- 
lection and study of statistics from all! 
available sources new light is thrown 
on the cancer question the findings 
will be spread abroad through all ayail- 
nble channels.

“The pioneer days of the education 
for women are past. At first they 
were told that women did not have 
the mental capacity to engage in a 
college course. Then as time wore 
on it was acknowledged women had 
the ability but they did jt at the ex- 
pense of their health. 

“When this standard failed it was 
said that by her college education 
she would loose her womanliness. 
Now all objections have vanished. 

“If we ask ourselves What does a 
college education do for a woman? We | 
find there are two distinct factors; 
one the college, the other, the woman. 

“What it means will depend on the 
type of college selected, but more 
largely on the training and the abili- 
ties of the student herself. She 
must recognize the fact that what she 
gets out of it depends on what she puts 
into it.

“College education means to @ wWo- 
man first strength and vigor gained | 
by regular habits, normal food and | 
regular hours. While they should 
not be thought hospitals or sanitar- | 
iums, colleges for women are pro- 
foundly concerned in the physical 
welfare of their students. 

“It means a wide outlook on life— 
a deep general foundation and a var- | 
ity of knowledge. Through language 
and literature, the sciences, history, 
philosophy and the fine arts it devel- | 
ops the broad and general sympathe- 
tic interest and knowledge of the 
world that means intellectual life. 

“Furthermore it means a develop- 
ment of the power of concentration. It 
is a mark of the educated person to 
give ones self completely to the 
thing at hand. There is too much 
dilly dallying. We can’t be ourselves 
and our neighbors too. We should 
give ourselves too. We should give 
ourselves in concentrated actions. 
This is one thing that women need. 

“A college education helps to think 
clearly, consecutively and conclusive- 
ly. It gives a passion for truth 
combined with thorough concentration 

“a college education teaches not 
only to think but to feel correctly. It’ 
helps develop a type of person that 
recognizes worth and value wherever |

found. You appreciate a Caruso 
at the opera because you. know 
you are expected to.

‘Thus comes the 
training to recognize beauty, art and 
excellence. 

“This is what the college is doing 
without sentimentality. Further- | 
more it banishes moods where feel-| 
ing dominates reason.

To repudiate 
the impossible and improbable as- 
sertion. Forming a stability of 
thought. 

“Women are chiefly executive and 
administrative officers. My wife 
spends 95 per cent of my income and 
I want her to have some experience in 
expending it.

his country to save his life He came 
here and lived in great obscurity, ' 
having built himself a mere shed as a 
covering from the storms and cold on 
the above mentioned spot. 

“After some time the owners of the 
land claimed it and he was obliged to 
remove. He retired into the stone 
commogs where he built a log hut 
barely sufficient to cover himself and 
his hog who occupied one end of his 
miserable abode. 

“All that could be learned of him 
while living was, that his name was 
Tom Revel. But when he died the 
Governor of the Province and other has-been cut down to twelve. The 
distinguished men came out from Bos- | club is located in the Cavanagh build- 
ton and were his pallbearers.

Leader of Expedition and Small Party 
Was on Hunting Trip When Heavy 
Gales Blew Ice Pack In Which Kar- 
luk Was Frozen Into Open Sea— 
Not Anxioug About Crew 


Uttawa, Dec. 9.—Somewhere 
within the confines of the Arctic cir- 
cle drifts Vilhjalmar' Stefansson’s 
staunch little vessel, the Karluk, 
safely frozen in an ice pack. — 

But the leader of the expedition is 
not with his vessel and is unaware of 
its whereabouts, according to a dis- 
patch received from the explorer him- 
self, by George J. Desbarats, deputy 
minister of naval affairs, and acting} \ 
minister of marine of fisheries. 

Stefansson’s message states that 
believing the Karuk safe in the ice in 
longitude west 147, fifteen miles off 
shore, he took a party ashore with 
him to hunt.. The next day heavy 
gales sprang up and then fog. When 
the weather cleared the Karluk was 
not in sight and had undoubtedly been 
carried away by the wind which drove 
the ice pack off shore. 

So far, the search for the Karluk 
has been unsuccessful, but as there 
is a crew of twenty-five men on board 
and plenty of provisions, no anxiety 
is felt for its welfare. 

The message was dated Oct. 30, 
trom. Point Barrow, Alaska, and was 
sent overland from there to Circle, 
from where it was dispatehed on 
Dec. 5. The message reads: 

“The Karluk, beset by heavy ice on 
Aug. 12, in longitude west 147, fif- 
teen miles off shore. Ship frozen in 


on Aug. 17 and drifted with the ice 
until Sept. 10, when tbe = drift 
siapped. 


“On Sept. 2, believing the ship fast 
tor the winter and as it was neces- 
sary to secure fresh meat, I took Jen- 
ess, McConnell, Wilkins and three 
Eskimos ashore to hunt. North gales 
22 with snow and 
fog. When the storm cleared on the 
24th the ice had gone and the Kartuk 
with it. The ice undoubtedly went 
west before the wind. 

“The > Karluk may possibly have 
broken free and steamed east, but she 
probably remained fast and drifted 
west with the ice. Follawed the coast 
west to Barrow but the Karluk has 
not been sighted. 

“The schooners Sachs and Alaska, 
with the southern party, are safe at) 
Collison point. The schconer Belvi- 
dere, with cargo of freight end pro- 
visions, is wintering near the inter- 
national boundary. I am planning an

| The death of Michael F. Glynn of 
Neponset whose body was taken to the 
morgue instead of to the cemétery was 
not due td the negligence of any per- 
son according to Medical Eaminer 
Leary who performed an autopsy Mon- 
day. Dr. Leary said Glynn died from 
hemophilia which is the medical term 
for bleeding to death. The body was 
interred Monday afternoon 
Calvary cemetery. 

| The mystery in his death is scarcely 
solved for the general public by the 


diagnosis of the medical examiner ac-| 


cording to Dr. W. A. Evans who states 
that hemophilia is not a disease but 
that death may be due to the following 
reasons :— 

“Haemophiila is a constitutional de- 
fect, usually hereditary, characterized 


by a tendency to uncontrollable wae | 


ing upon the slightest provocation—a 
pin-prick, even—due to the absence of 
the normal coagulating elements from 
the blood. Death occurs, from hem- 
orrhage from a supposed insignificant

THE SHORT DAYS, 

The first part-of December brings 
the earliest sunsets, while the latest 
sunrise does not occur until the last 
of December and first of January. 
Fortunately the United States is 60 
situated so to latitude that its hours 
of work are not greatly affected by! 
the winter withdrawal of the sunlight. 

Europe lies farther toward the pole 
In the latitude of Endinburgh and 
farther north, with only six or stVen 
hours daylight, much less in some 
cities, at this time of year, the long 
darkness must involve a heavy tax 
for light and constitute a severe eye 
strain. 

In our country towns, many factor- 
ies have depended on oil lights at 
this time of year. Time spent in 
trimming and cleaning lamps is dead 
loss, and imperfect illumination is a/ 
handicap to work, Which must afféct| 
shop production. The modern fac- 
tory recognizes this loss, and provides 
such efficient illumination that the ef- 
fect of short days 
shall minimum. 

To some persons the early darkness 
brings a feeling of depression. Others 
find darkness restful, with its 
gestion of quiet and sleep.

It is a difficult matter in which to 
discriminate. In one sense the rep- 
resentative of the Christian Endeavor 
Societies who comes to Washington 
to work for a better liquor law or 
against child labor, is a “lobbyist,” 
in spite of the correctness of his mo- 
tives.

town for a generation. In cutting, 
isolated wood piles are often forgot- 
ten and left to rot on the ground. 
Every vestige of a tree is swept offi, 
If young trees could but be spared 
another crop would be ready for mar- 
keting in about half the time it now 
takes to grow a forest. 

The American people have no con- 
ception of the thrifty, prudent way in 
which in other lands the supplies of 
wood fuel are utilized and husbanded. 
The gathering of “fagots” seems to be 
a regular trade, and every «scrap of 
dead wood in the forest is utilized. 
In many sections of Europe certain 
kinds of trees seem merely like big 
tassels on the tops of poles. The lower 
limbs are cut off periodically, and 
form a cheap fuel supply for people 
who can afford nothing better. 

Now that so many of the natural 
resources of the country are being 
exhausted, it is time to devise means. 
for better utilizaion. In forest lands 
scattered wood piles, dead limbs, and 
limbs from cut trees, are rotting on 
the ground, sufficient to warm the 
poor people of a city .

A WOMAN SUPERINTENDENT 

Some one says that the two most 
notable things about Mrs: Ella Flagg 
Young of Chicago, are that although 
a woman, she has a $10,000 salary as 
superintendent of schools, and that 
every gown of hers has a pocket. Re- 
lative to the latter point most women 
will say that it takes force of charac- 
ter thus to defy the unanimous and 
militant convictions of the dressmak- 
ers.

It was quite a 
turnover when she rose to the presi- 
dent’s chair of the same organization 
and preserved order among the men. 
Hers has been a life of struggle and 
of overcoming difficulties that en- 
compass any woman who cuts a path 
into fields new to her sex, 

Many instances of quick penetrat- 
ing intuition can be found in Mrs. 
Young’s werk, all suggesting that 
women superintendents may not be 
so rare in future. While mechanical 
ventilating systems are fashionable 
now, Mrs, Young believes that open 
windows several times a day are bet- 
ter than any patent scheme. It was 
remarked, after the school principals 
had been more or less late at their 
first meeting, that something hap- 
pened as a result of which they were 
not tardy aftérward. She works to 
fit young folks for everyday living, 
and they do not lose sight of the me- 
chanical trades and home economics.

The Massachusttts dental law is 
behind those in most of the states, 
Other New England states have 
modern laws enacted in recent years. 
The aim of the proposed law is to 
bring Massachusetts up to date. 


our difficulties. Perhaps 95 per cent 
some put it as high as 98 per cent of 
our school children have dental de- 
fects. Highty per cent of these de- 
fects eould be prevented by proper 
cleaning of the teeth. Under the 
Massachusetts law no one but a reg- 
istered dentist may clean teeth. There 
are not enough dentists to handle the 
school children alone. Cleaning 
teeth is a simple matter. The pro- 
posed law provides that it may be 
done by anyone under the supervision 
of a dentist and that a dentist who 
abuses his privileges shall have his 
certificate taken from him. In short, 
under the new law we can prevent an 
enormous amount of dental decay and 
other defects. 

Bad teeth have an important part in 
the break-down of physicial and ner- 
vous conditions. They are also direct- 
ly responsible for the spread of con- 
tagious diseases. Cases are known 
where decayed teeth have carried dis- 
ease germs for many months after the! 
patient recovered, others catching the! 
disease. Decayed teeth offer one of 
the best breeding grounds for germs. 

There is some tendency to the be-

To all who believe that it is better to 
take care of broken-down individuals 
there is perhaps no answer. To those 
who believe that it is the function of 
seciety to keep people on their feet | 
there seems to be a good case to pre-| 
sent.

GOFFE STREET. 


‘Editor Daily Ledger:— 


It would seem from some of the ar- 
guments put forth in favor of ridding 
a certain street in Quincy from the 
name of Goffe that some of those in 
favor of the change thought they said 
all that need be said against Goffe 
when theyoreferred to him as a “regi- 
cide.” 

To the) mind of any gne who be- 
lieves in divine right of Kings, Goffe 
by participating in the trial and im- 
peachment of Charles the First, did 


‘something whieh ought to place him 


beyond the pale of civlization, but 
those of us who have taken the 
trouble to study history and ascer- 
tain the facts don’t see it that way. 
Charles the First was one of the 
worst of the many bad kings who 
Theodore Roosevelt 
in his book on Oliver Cromwell says 
that Charles was “incurably dishon- 
He ruled the realm for eleven 
years without a parliament. He raised 


jmoney from his subjects by illegal 


methods. His star chamber and his 
Court of High Commission drove 
thousands, whose religious and poli- 
tical principles were not in accord- 
ance with his own, to seek refuge in 
the wilds of America, The colony 
of Maryland was founded by Catholic 


refugees in 1653, and Connecticut and 
Rhode Island were founded by Puri- 


tans two or three years later. 
Finally the oppressions and ar- 
bitrary exercises of illegal power on 


8 the part of the king drove the sub- 


jects to arms, and the country was 
ravaged by civil war. Parliament 
proceeded to impeach the king for 
“making war upon his subjects,” a 


;new but fair definition of treason, A 


tribunal consisting of one hundred 
and fifty members and called the 
“High Court of Justice” after a sev- 
en day trial found the king guilty 
and the sentence was expressed in| 
the following terms; “For which trea- 


‘sons and crimes this court doth ad-

y judge that he the said Charles Stuart, Barre Times. 


as a tyrant, traitor, murderer and 
public enemy should be put to death 
hy severing his head from his body.” 
This was in 1649. 

The sentence was carried out three 
days later, and as Carlyle so well 
expressed it, “flunkyism, cant, cloth- 
worship, or whatever ugly name it 
have, has gone about incurably sick 
ever since.” 

Goffe, I understand, was a member 
of the High Court of Justice. . The 
restoration of the Stuarts, eleven 
years later, caused him to seek ref- 
uge in this country. Perhaps with 
this light thrown on the situation, 
the people “on the hill” will be will- 
ing to endure the name a while long- 
er. It is a name to honor, not to 
execrate. Goffe served his country 
and his people in a time that tried 
men’s souls.

Charles M. Schwab, president of the 
Bethlehem Steel Company and also of 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Corpor- 
ation, journeyed all the way from 
Pennsylvania on Thursday to meet 
the members of the New England 
Iron League at their annual dinner 
at the Copley-Plaza. 

After the banquet was over, Mr. 
Schwab consented to talk a half hour | 
with reporters in the brilliantly ap. 
pointed tea room of the hotel.  Re- 
garding general business he said: 

“I am pessimistic and, for the first 
time in 20 years, I have good reason tu 
be. Business in iron and steel is 
very bad, and I don’t think it is go: 
ing to improve right away.” 

Of the Fore River Ship building 
plant at Quincy which the Bethlehem 
company obtained recently, he said: 

“Since buying the Fore River plant! 
we are making it the most modern in 
the world. It is going to be the best 
that money can make it. Ship buila-! 
ing has not been profitable in the past 
but we are going to make it just as 
profitable as it is possible to do.”

Editor of Daily Ledger: 

Early last summer'a petition for 
change of name of Goffe street was 
circulated and quite numerously 
pene The writer (like some 
others) was temporarily overcomt 
with good nature instead of held by 
g00d common sense, and signed the 
paper. Regret speedily followed ana 
investigation found others in like po- 
sition. 

At public hearing before City Coun- 
cil in September, one person appearea 
“in favor” and several persons “op- 
posed” change; the matter was re- 
ferred to Committee on Streets. The 
arguments of the opponents of change} 
at said hearing were so strong that 
together with the natural convictions 
of unbiased men (and there are many 
who believe that changes of this kina 
are public and not local issues, and 
should receive calm, judicial treat- 
ment instead of temporary clamor) 
the remark was several times volun- 
teered by the listeners (not said op- 
ponents) that the “petition was dead 
and would never be heard from again.” 

The said Committce reported “leave 
to withdraw.” Then a _ councilman 
from Ward Five, had the matter re- 
turned to the Committee on streets. 
The next time it saw public Nght was}; 
Monday night, Dec. 1, when a> report 
recommending change was filed by 
said committee (although a full com- 
mittee did not pass on it) and was ac- 
cepted, ang passed by the Council—| 
probably under routine ¢onditions as 


Night before election, (regarded by 
some as a strategic point) was chos- 
en for pulling-off the stunt (aceording 
to report there were but few Council-} 
men present) to change Quincy his- 
tory and to send Judge and Genera! | 
Goffe’s name into permanent oblivion. 
Of course some of the men had little} 
sympathy jin the process, but did not} 
feol called upon to resist the swift 
current of events as apparently laid 
out. 

When the bill reached the Mayor 
for his signature, he kindly no 
written opinions of the property hold- 
ers on the street in question. The re- 
sult, as given in the Daily Ledger, was 
19 favoring, 15 opposing and 6 silent; 
on the proposed change. The _pett-| 
tioners, after all of the pressure ap-| 
plied, failed to produce a majority of} 
owners favoring change. 

On the night of the public hearing | 
| statement of opinion by petitioners 
was made that “ninety per cent of in- 
terested parties desired change.” 

Last Saturday morning the Mayor;

EX-MAYOR SHEA, 
The death of Hon. William T. Shea, 
makes a great inroad among the ex- 


Mayors of the City of Presidents. 
Quincy has been a city twenty-five 
years, and eleven gentlemen ‘have 


filled the office of Mayor. Five only 
of the ex-Mayors are living; five have 
passed away, as will be seen below: 


EX-MAYORS DECEASED. 


Charles H. Porter, 1889, 1890. 

William A. Hodges, 1894, 1895. 
Harrison A. Keith, 1899. 

James Thompson, 1905, 1906, 1907.

Within two weeks Mayor Stone will 
become an “Ex” and John L. Miller 
will become the twelfth Mayor of the 
city. 

During all these years none gave as 
long service as Mayor Shea, he being 
the first and only Mayor to serve four 
years and it is probably a fact that he 
then had a better chance for re-elect- 
ion than any of bis predecessors, as 
his plurality was never less than 500. 
He was the first Irishman and the first 
Catholic ever elected Mayor of the city 
but he did honor to his race and his 
religion, 

During the term of Mayor Shea, his 
predecessor, Hon. Jamés Thompson, 
‘passed away and also Charles ‘H: 
Porter and Harrison A. Keith so that 
today Hon. Eugéne R. Stone is the 
only one living who-has served as 
Mayor since 1904, a period of nine 
years. Since 1888 the Mayors ‘of 
twelve years have passed away ‘and 
the Mayors. for ‘thirteen years in- 
cluding 1913 are living. Because of 
the death of ex-Mayor Shea it will be 
a sad Christmas season for Quincy, 
for he Was generally beloved.

Over in 
Europe the telephone is still a ‘good 
deal of a toy. Many business and so- 
cial leaders use it with as much timid- 
ity and diffidence as if they were ad- 
dressing a royal. sovereign. 

Only a half dozen years ago travel- 
jlers in Europe desiring to call per- 
sons a hundred miles away, were fre- 
quently discouraged from so doing, 
as the results were often unsatisfact- 
ory. 

The London Engineering magazine 
recently predicted that by 1920 it 
would be possible for the people of 
the United States to talk with St. 
Petersburgh. A considerable step 
Was taken in that direction not long 
ago when telephone wires were laid 
under the English channel. 

The difficulty in long distance tele- 
phony is not so ‘much*a question of 
having absolutely, perfect instruments 
of a high degree of perfection, as the 
meeting of rew conditions. These 
are dificult to describe. to ‘the non- 
technical reader, but could perhaps be 
expressed by saying that on long dis- 
tances there seems to be an over ‘ac- 
cumulation of electrical energy, that 
tends to confused and inarticulate 
sounds. . Gradually this. difficulty is

CHRISTMS FIRE WARNINGS. 


Warnings by chiefs of fire depart- 
ments regarding the danger of fire in 
connection with Christmas celebra~ 
tions should be heeded by everyone. 
The warning against the use of 
lighted candles on evergreen trees is 
particularly to the point, as there is 
no danger so’great as that. The can- 
dies are of necessity placed in inse- 
cure places, from which they are easily 
overturned by slight disturbances of 
the tree, the result being that the 
flames will come in contact with the 
very inflammable material used in 
decorating or with the tree itself, and 
within a moment the tree will be_en- 
yeloped in fire. . Under. no cireum- 
Stances should lighted candles be 
placed on the branches of the Christ- 
mas trees. Another warning that 
merits attention. is against the prac- 
tice of placing ¢repe paper about elec- 
tric globes because the constant con- 
tact of the heated globe is likely to 
set fire to the flimsy material encios- 
ing it.

HAT is Santa Claus’ age? 

The jolly, roistering, pot- 

bellied, ever young old fel- 

low that we know has made 

his appearance on earth in so many 

guises that the secret of his first com- 

ing threatens to remain forever veiled 

No one can 

say with any certainty just when he 

first made his appearance among pre- 

historic men, for merry old Santa in 

one form or another delighted chil- 

dren's hearts in many a pagan house- 

hold centuries before the commence- 

ment of the Christian era and prior to 
any recorded history. 

The name of Santa Claus, by which 
be is known in America, is the Dutch 
pet name for St. Nicholas, The name 
Kriss Kringle, by which he is known 
in England, is a corruption of Christ 
Kindlein or the Christ Child. But the 
festivities that distinguish Christmas 
existed long before Christianity, and a 
jolly god of good cheer appears as the 
personification of the period from the 
earlier pagan times. Now the Santa 
Claus of today is simply that old jolly 
god sobered up, washed and purified. 

The Dionysia of the Greeks, the §at- 
urnalia of the Romans, the Twelve 
Nights of the old Norsemen and of the 
Teutons all celebrated the coming of 
the winter solstice. People then gave 
themselves up to all sorts of revelry 
and excess In the Dionysia the repre- 


sentative figure was not the young 
Dionyr#us or Bacchus, but the aged, 


cheery ang disreputable Silenus, the 
chief of the Satyrs and the god of 


drunkards. In the Saturnalia it was 
Saturn; in the Germanic feasts it was} 
Thor, both long bearded and white 


haired gods like Silenus 

Now. although the central figure of 
the Christian festival is the child God, 
the Christ Kindlein, the influence of 
long pagan custom was too strong 
within the brensts of the early Chris- 
tians to be easily superseded. The tra- 
dition of honry age as the true repre- 
sentative of the dying year and its at- 
Wifications still remained 
the ashes of the 
past. It burst into new flame when 
the past was too far back to be looked 
upon with the fear and antagonism of 
the church and there seemed no longer 
any danger of a relapse into paganism. 

At first. however, the more dignified 
representative was chosen as more in 
keeping with the occasion. Saturn) 
was unconsciously rebaptized as St. 
Nicholas, the name of the saint whose 
festival occurs in December and who 
as the patron of young people ts espe- 
cially fitted for the patronage of the 
festival which has come to be looked 
upon as especially that of the young. 
At first St. Nicholas did not supersede 
the Christ Child, but accompanied him 
in his Christmas travels, as. indeed, he 
still does in certain rural neighbor- 
hoods of Europe where the modern 
spirit has been least felt. 

St. Nicholas, according to the hagi- | 
ologist. was a bishop of Myra, who 
flourished early in the fourth century. 
He is the patron of children and} 
schoolboys. 

It is ‘strange that everywhere St. 
Nicholas is most honored and his feast 
day most observed the most pious and 
instructed umong the common people 
know little of the legend of the saint. 
He is treated with that mixture of se- 
riousness and frivolity which becomes 
a dying myth. 

In southern Germany and Austria a 
youth garbed as St. Nicholas and ac- 
companied by two angels and a whole 
troop of devils in hideous masquerade, 
with blackened faces and clanking | 
chains, on Dec. 5 (St. Nicholas’ festal 
day) makes a round of certain houses 
where the little ones of the village 
have been collected. To the good chil- 
dren he brings gifts of nuts and ap- 
ples, while the naughty ones are left 
to the devices of the satanic followers 
in his train. 

In many places the bugbear over- 
shadows in importance both the Christ 
Child and St. Nicholas. He appears} 
under different names and in different 
guises. In Lower Austria he is the 
frightful Krampus, with his clanking 
vhains and borrible devil’s mask, who, 
notwithstanding his gilded nuts and 
apples, gingerbread and toys, which 
be carries in his basket, isthe terror 
of the nursery. In Hanover, Holstein 
and Mecklenburg he ts. known as Clas. 
<n Silesia his name is Joseph. 


Sometimes the bugbéar was a female.’ 
In Lower Austria she’ was ealled the 
Budelfrau, In Suabia it. was +the 


Berchtel who chastised children, that 
did not spin diligently, with rods, but 
rewarded the industrious with dried 
Pears, apples and nuts. 

The female bogy survives especially 
in Russia and in Italy. In the former 
place she is known as the Baboushka, 
in the latter as the Befana. Befana is 
8 corruption of Epipbania or Epipha- 
ny. for it is on Epiphany, Jan. 6, that 
the Italians make presents to their 
children in commemoration of the gifts 
given by the three wise men to Christ 
on that date.

Calumet, Mich., Dec. 26.—A total 
of seventy-two is the corrected list, of 
the dead in the frightful panic which 
tollowed the false cry of ‘Fire!” in 
Italian hall at a Christmas celebra-,; 
tion of children of the striking copper 
miners. Parties bent on lynching are 
searching the city from end to end for 
the man who raised the cry. A Mrs. 
Caeser, who seized him as he shouted 
the fatal word, has given an excellent 
description of the man. 

The city is in a state bordering an- 
archy over the appalling disaster. 
The miners, embittered by. their long 
Struggle*and penniless condition as a 
result, are desperate, especially those 
who lost relatives in the panic. The 
seriousness of the situation is intensi- 
tied by the freely made charge that 
the man who started the panic was 
a member of the Citizens’ alliance, a 


body recently organized to preserye 
order in the mining district. The 


charge is strongly denied.

Twenty Thousand Dollars Raised

Two People Lost Their Lives—Hope 
Sorrow Will End Copper Strike 


Calumet, Mich., Dec. 27.—While 
four separate investigations of Calu- 
met’s Christmas tree disaster in 


which seventy-two persons, most of 
them children, weré killed, were be- 
ing made and a dispute was being 
wagec as to who should. bury, the 
dead, peacemakers were at work in 
a supreme effort to bring about an 
end to the copper mine strike in this 
region. 

United in their grief over the de- 
Struction of so many young lives, the 
Warring factions—mine operators, 
guards and strikebreakers and _ the 
stricken union miners and their fami- 
lies—gave no thought to the great 
labor battle that indivectly is blamed 
for the most gruesome horror in the 
history of Calumet. 

There was still a dispute over 
Whether the offer of the Citizens’ 
alliance, an. organization that has 
been considered hostile to the 
Strikers, to defray all the burial ex- 
penses would be permitted. Officials 
of the WeStern Federation of Miners 
declared that the offer would be 
spurned. 

“We will care for’ our own dead,” 
Was the reSponse to the alliance. 

The feeling of hostility was not so 
marked .when it was seen that the 
citizens of Calumet and other cities 
in the mine district were in earnest 
in their effofts to raisé funds for the 
stricken families. Almost tnlimited 
amounts of money Were pledzéd* by 
mine owners and merchants who have 
been opposing _the strikers. The 
committees representing the opera- 
tors went from house to house, com- 
forting the surviving members of 
families whose dear ones were taken 
from them in the unnecessary penic. 

Following these committees went 
others, and suggeSticns that peace de 
declared between the forces repre- 
Sentigg capital and labor were disio- 
matically expressed. 

After ‘the ftineta] of all the vic- 
tims, it Was @éxpetted by nYany tilat 
the spirit of fight Will have been in- 
terred with the bodies of the inno- 
cent children and wives of &the 
strikers and that peace will prevai 
where, had not the disaster occurred, 
a lasting labor war might have cdn- 
tinued indefinitely. 

The’ citizens’ tommittee now has 
$20,000 in its Wands, all donated tr 
residents of Calumet., In Houghton 
a large sum has been raised, and do- 
nations are coming in from all parts 
ot the district. The committeé is in- 
viting donations from outside the cop- 
per country. 

Among the donors are Quincey A. 
Shaw, R. L. Agassiz, G. R. Agassig 
and Maximillian Agassiz, all heavy 
holders of Calumet and Hecla Mining 
company stock, and the first two of 
Whom are directors of the company, 
who gave $5000.

| The battleship Rivadavia which was 
scheduled to leave the Fore River 
shipyard today will not be taken out 
for the balance of her trips for at 
least two weeks it was announced at 
the office of the company this morn- 
ing. Slight repairs necessitating sey- 
eral hours delay has resulted in the 
loss of the high tide which would 
carry the mass of stee] down stream 
without danger. Another tide in two 
weeks assures the departure of the 
vessel. 

The treuble which caused the de- 
lay developed in the centre turbines, 
but the company is not concerned 
and have practically remedied the 
' condition. 

When the boat leaves the shipyard 
she will proceed to the Common- 
wealth pier at South Boston and by 
a peculiar coincidence, this South 
Amériean warship and the largest on 
this side of the world may be the 
first to tie up at the biggest pier in 
the Western Hemisphere. Twenty- 
eight carloads of selected coal in 
bags will be placed on board to furn- 
ish the fuel for the final speed and 
endurance runs under the contract. 

Having completed her tests off 
Rockland, Me., for the number of 
revolutions required by the contract, 
when she sails from South Boston 
within three weeks she will go out 
for her eight-hour full speed test on 
which she must average 22 1-2 knots 
an hour and for her 24 hour run at 
20 knots per hour. Gun tests will 
be completed at the same time off the 
coast of Massachusetts. 

The plans of the Fore River Com- 
pany are to turn the ship over to the 
representatives of Argentina about 
| April 10. Before delivery in Boston 
harbor she will be fully provisioned. 
| Nearly all of the 120 officers are 
|here and positive information has

diately upon taking, charge of their

the Rivadavia for New York where

New York, Dec. 29.—The mortali- 
ty due to aeroplane accidents is de- 
creasing, according to the following 
statistics gathered in Paris. 

In 1908 five aviators flew 1600 kilo- 
metres and one was killed; in 1909 50 
aviators acconiplished flights of a to- 


!tal distance of 440,000 kilometres, 


and three aviators were killed; in 
500 aviators made flights of 
$60,000 ‘kilometres with 29 deaths;

more than three years, the gigantic 
task undertaken by

Tacoma, Wash., Dec. 29.—An ex- 
pedition of royal mounted police will 
Start from Dawson next Friday for 
Fort McPherson and Herschel is- 
land in an effort to learn the fate ot 
the Stefansson Arctic party. 

Arrangements have been made fo1 
the expedition to touch at points 
where news may be obtained, and in 
the event of their learning anything 
detinite they are to hurry back and 
get into connection with dominion 
telegraph lines, so that their informa- 
tion may be wired to Ottawa. 

All the details of the trip have been 
80 arranged that immediate action 
may be made in the event of the ex- 
pedition learning that help is re- 
quired. Communication will precede 
the party to the mounted police sta- 
tions at Herschel island and if they 
have heard of the Stefansson party 
they are to proceed to Fort McPher- 
son with their information, so that 
the Dawson party may turn back and 
make all haste to get into communi- 
cation with Ottawa. The Dawson ex- 
pedition is in charge of Sergeant 
Dempster, who has made several 
trips across the Rocky mountains to 
Herschel island in the winter time, 
at which period it is considered é 
most dangerous route. 

It will be recalled that three years 
ago when making the same trip Ser- 
geant Dempster discovered the bodies 
of the party who attempted the trip 
led by Sergeant Fitzgerald. They had! 
lost their way in the drifts and died 
by starvati6On and cold. Several other 
parties have been lost in a similar 
manner on the route which will be 
taken by the Dawson party. 

With Sergeant Dempster will be 
Corporal Hacking and four Indians, 
all of whom have crossed the moun- 
tains before under like conditions. 
They will be equipped with dog sleds

Mexico City, Dec. 29.—That En- 
rique Gerostieta, minister of justice, 
will become president of Mexico early 
in the new year, and that General 
Huerta will take the field against the 
rebels who refuse to conform to this 
arrangement, is the report that has 
been received with credence by some 
of the diplomatic _ representatives 
here. 

Gerostieta is to be named minister 
of toreign affairs, according to the 
version of the story in circulation, 
and General Huerta will retire from 
the pre&Xdency, in which case the 
foreign minister succeeds him. 

Senor Gerostieta is well along in 
years. He was a lawyer at Mon- 
terey, who was brought to the capi- 
tal to take the portfolio of finance, 
but instead was appointed minister of 
justice.

FUNERAL LINE 


Striking Calumet Copper Miners 
Bury Their Dead ~ 


THIRTY-NINE. WHITE ‘GOFE.NS 


Heartrending Scenes as Fifty-Nin® 
Caskets Are Borne Through Streets 
—Supply of Hearses Inadequate and 
Many Coffins Were Carricd to 
Cemetery on Shoulders of Mirfers 


Calumet, Mich., Dec. 29.—fhe 
Western Federation of Miners has 
buried its. dead. 

Fifty-nine bodies, including those 
of forty-four children, were carried 
through the streets, down a winding 
country highway and laid in graves 
in a snow-shrouded cemetery within 
sight of Lake Superior. c 

Thousands of saddened miners 
formed the escort of the funeral 
parties and passed between other 
thousands, who, as spectators, tes- 
tified to the grief that has oppressed 
community since seventy-two 


in the Christmas panic in Italian hall. 

For hours the Sabbath calm was 
broken by the tolling of bells and the 
sound of voices intoning burial 
chants. There were services in six 
churches, 

Delegation of strikers began coming 
into Calumet early in the day. A 
special train brought hundreds of ted- 
erationists from the iron mines of 
Negaunee and Ishpeming, and every 


.town and mining location in the cop- 


per country sent members and frieads 
of the union to swell the eanks of the 
marchers in the afternoon. 

By noon the union host was assem- 
bled. Months of experience in de- 
monstrating their numbers by parad- 
ing had taught the men to form ranks 
quickly, and with little delay they 
lined up four abreast. 

The supply of hearses was inade- 
quate and there were only fourteen 
of these vehicles in the van. Then 
came three undertakers’ wagons and 
an automobile truck, the latter carry- 
ing three coffins. These vehicles con- 
tained the adult victims and the elder 
children. 

Beside one marched eight wemenr, 
who acted as bearers for a meaher 0! 
the women’s auxiliary of the westers 
federation. 

It was this woman's or zation 
which was distributing gifts of candy, 
shoes, caps and mittens to the clul- 


‘dren of strikers when. the panic. broke 


out. 

Behind the hearse came a section 97 
the procession which brought tears 
and sobs from onlookers. 

Thirty-nine white cofiins, their 
size testifying to the short life of the 
little forms within, were carried by 
relays of strikers. 

Four men bore each coffin, and as 
their arms grew weary or feet stum- 
bled on the slippery ro&dway, com- 
panions relieved them of their bur- 
den. 

Persons drawn to Calumet solely by 
the curiosity of the spectator became 
mourners as this contingent passed | 
them. Men turned away to brush 
tears from their cheeks. f

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FREAKS OF THE TIDE. | 


The Caldron of the Spotted Seas and 
the Amazon River Bore. 

To the ordinary lay mind the tides 
along our coast are most puzzling. He 
knows that the tides rise and fall 
twice in twenty-four hours and that 
this depends in some mysterious way 
upon the moon. But if in his travels 
he sees a spot along the shore where 
there-is'no tide he is at a loss to ac- 
count for iti’ Oo) 912 

To be exact;-therelis'only one ocean 


in the world where. the tides follow the 


moon with regularity, and this is the 
great Antarctic basin. And the reason 
is that there is the only place a sweep 
of water is to be found that is entirely 
uninterrupted by land. The enormous 
Waves cgused by the moon's attrac- 
tion Course round the world south of 
Cape Horii and the Cane of Good 
Hope, with absolutely nothing to break 
them. Here in our northern hemisphere 
great masses of land interrupt the 
tidal waves and, combined with the 
shallowness of the inland seas, cause 
them to perform antics which seem 
most strange. 

The depth of the water has much to 
do with the tidal irregularities. Out in 
the open ocean, where the tide is 
abnormal—about 5,000 fathoms—the 
speed of the waves is amazing. When 
the depth decreases to fivé fathoms 
the tide cannot travel more than fif- 
teen miles an hour. In England, for 
example, which is surrounded by nar- 
row, land broken seas, thé result is 
that they get some of the most dan- 
gerous tidal races and currents to be 
found. The most formidable of these 
is the whirlpool between the islands 
of Jura and Scarba, on the west coast 
of. Scotland. This is known as the 
“Caldron of the Spotted Seas.” 

There the current runs at times. at 
the rate of more than twelve miles an 
hour, and the foree of a heavy tidal 
current rushing up to the wide outh- 
ed river forms what is called a “bore.” 
A most striking example of this tidal 
feature fs often seen on the Amazon, 
when a moving wall of water, reach- 
ing from bank to bank and to a height 
of more than twenty feet, will rush in- 
land.—New York Sun.

OPENS INQUEST 


Two Testify to Seeing Calumet 
eure 


OTHER ‘WANESSES DISAGREE 


Mrs, Sizer, Only One nly @ne Who Saw Man 
Who Raised Cry of Fire-at Christ- 
mas Tree Celebration, Causing 
Seventy-Two Deaths, Says He Wore 
No Button or Insignia 


Calumet, Mich., Dec. 30.—Two 
out of a score or more of witnesses 
testitied before a coroner's. jury that 
the man who caused the Christmas 
eve disaster wore a white button, like 
the badge of the Citizens’ alliance. 

Immediately after the adjournment, 
of the hearing, O. N. Hilton, the 
Denver attorney, in charge of the 
Western Federation of Miners’ legal 
jinterests. said further development of 
}this. phase of the inquiry would be 
attempted. 

The president and a half a dozen 
members of the women’s auxiliary 
‘of the federation swore that they saw 
{29 insignia on the man. Union mem- 
‘bers who stood in the vestibule of 
Italian hall for an hour before the 
panie started said the alarm came 
from within the hall and no person 
wearing such a button had passed 
them. 

In the opinion of Attorney Lucas, 
‘prosecuting attorney of Houghton 
county, who conducted the examina- 
j tion of witnesses, facts fairly well es- 
| tablished were that an excitable mem- 
ber of the audience raised the cry, 
that there was no actual fire in the 
hall and that the doors were open 
and the stairway clear when the panic 
started. 

One or two witnesses said there 
had been some confusion in the hall 
before the panic started, but women 
‘in charge of the celebration denied 
| this. 


CORONER'S JURY 


Practically all witnesses agreed that 
the first alarm came-from a man, that 
it was taken up at once in different 
parts of the hall and that the rush for 
the exit was instantaneous. 

Mrs, Therese Sizer, the only wit- 
ness who saw the man who yelled 
“Fire,” described her experience 
graphically. She was standing on a 
table near the stage trying to restrain 
a rush of children towards the Christ- 
mas tree. When she heard the alarm 
she- jumped from the table, ran to the 
man and grasped him by the 
shoulders. 

“Man, man,-what are you doing?” 

“There is a fire,” he replied. 

“No, no; keep still,” said Mrs. 
Sizer, and tried vainly to force him 
into the chair. 

All in the back of the hall were 
rushing toward the exit and the panic 
was beginning to spread to those 
about the stage, Mrs. Sizer quit ar- 
guing with the man, ran up the plat- 
form and began to play loudly upon 
the piano. Then the panic began to 
die down. 

Mrs. Sizer described the man as of 
medium height, dressed in dark 
clothes, and said he had a dark mous- 
tache. She said he wore no button or 
other insignia and was not near the 
entrance to the haH~when she first 
heard his voice.

Too much in praise of the work of 
the fire department, for the manner in 
which it handled and subdued the fire 
cannot be said and it is due to their 
efficient work that the loss was kept 
down. It was, at noted above, a most 
difficult fire to get at, and although 
the firemen tried time and time again 
to get into the basment the smoke 
was so heavy that it was impossible.

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TRUNK MYSTERY 
BAFFLES POLICE 


Found Dumped in Gutter With 
Man's Body | Inside : 


HAVE IDENTIFIEN. THE VioTIM 


Boy Saw Two Men _ Dispose ‘of 
Load and Watched It For Half an 
Hour Before Notifying Officers— 
Strangulation Cause of Death but 
Neck Was Broken 


New York, Dec. %0.—A murder 
mystery, which promises to riva! the 
famous barrel murder of a dozen 
years ago, was brought to the at- 
tention of the police when a boy noti- 
tle? them that for half an hour he had 
witched a trunk which two men had 
unloaded from a pushcart and left in 
the gutter in Pitt street, on the East 
Side. 

When the trunk was opened at @ 
police station, the still warm body of 
a man about 40 years of age, shab- 
bily.. dressed and emaciated, was 
found in it. The body wag identified 
by Joseph Malloy, a former room- 
mate, as that of John Kramenz, a 
Russian Pole, formerly employed in 
a coal mine at Charleston, W. Va. 

According to,the coroner, death had 
been caused by strangulation though 
in forcing the body into the trunk the 
neck of the man had been broken. 

Stout repes held the head and neck 
to the knees and feet of the body. 
A red bandanna handkerchief had 
been used as an additional precau- 
tion to prevent a return of life. Marks 
on the lips of the dead man have 
caused the police to accept the theory 
that he had, been drugged into con- 
sciousness by the murderer. 

Joseph Cooper, an employe of a 
“pusheart’ stable” on Sheriff street, 
nearby, rented a cart to two men an- 
swering the description given by the 
boy’ who called the police to Pitt 
street, of the men who asked him to 
take care of.the trunk after it had 
been dumped into the gutter. 
| Cooper says that one of the men 
Was. tall and well dressed. The 
other man, a little shorter and 
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dressed in a dark sweater and cap, 
wheeled the cart off, and is believed 
to have been merely the employe of 
the well-dressed man. 

When the cart reached Pitt street 
the tall man gave his companion & 
coin and then helped him unload the 
trunk. After this the man in the 
sweater returned the pushcart to its 
owner, while the other asked the 
urchin. to watch the trunk. 

At a late hour the police had not 
jearned where the trunk was ob- 
| tained or picked up by the pushcart; 
| nor had either of the men who car- 
ried it away been apprehended. 

Kramenz is believed to have been 
40 years of age, according to the man 
who identified him, had a brother liv- 
ing in Cincinnati. 

Before coming east he was a coal 
miner in West Virginia, was later 
employed as a house wrecker and re- 
centiy seems to have worked in an 
Kast Side stable. Molloy says that 
K\ramenz had been known among his 
friends as “West _ “West Virginia. ?

FROM QUINCY

Has heen in Use at Charlestown, : 
Navy Many Years 


The mammoth paving blocks that 
are now being removed from the main: 
streets at the Charlestown Navy yard 
originally came from Quincy. Some 
years ago these blocks were removed 
from the most important avenues and 
brick, granolithic or asphalt substi- 
tuted. Recently however, with an ad- 
ditional appropriation for improve- 
ments the remaining blocks are beinz 
taken up. The blocks are carried to 
one end of the yard and put through 
the stone crushers. 

The old granite blocks, measuring 
about two feet long by one foot in 
width and about a foot in depth, had 
been at the yard as long as any one 
now there can remember, ard the rec- 
ords show that some of them were put 
in 80 years ago. That style of paving 
was then all the vogue, it is said, for 
heavy traffic streets, and it is pointed 
out that State street, Boston, had been 
similarly paved up to but a few years 
ago. For the yard purposes, in the 
old shipbuilding days, the big blocks 
were the ideal kind, as then great 
teams of oxen lumberingly hauled 
heavy trucks loaded with great can- 
non, chain, ship timbers, etc., over the 
yard streets, and the big blocks would 
last for a long time even under such 
hard usage. 

Now all the heavier transportation 
work is done on the yard’s railroad 
system or with locomotive or floating 
cranes.” 

That these blocks originally came 
from Quincy there is but little doubt, 
and it is thought that Solomon Wil- 
lard was the man who furnished them. 
The granite used in the wharf at the’ 
Navy Yatd,came from the Railway 
quarries in Quincy as did also the 
granite for the Bunker Hill monument 
and from the best information that 
cap be had, it is believ ed that Solomon 
Willard. was the man who furnished 
them. Pattees history states that 
Mr. Willard furnished paving blocks | 
way back in the thirties or early for- 
ties, and that ten years later Henry 
Barker commenced the manufacture 
of paving blocks of about the size 
now in general use.

Taat Is People Cannot Take 
Anything Away 


An evening paper of Monday speaks ! 
at length of the practice in vogue in 
Boston of concerns that make a busi- | 
ness of collecting old milk jars and | 
cans from public dumps and put them | 
into service again through the milk| 
dealers. | 

The article goes on to state that 
many milk bottles and cans find their 
way into the public dump by means 
of the ash barrels, and that later they 
are collected by dump pickers who 
make it a business to collect materials 
of value from these dumps and that 
they later are sold to fhe milk bot- 
tle exchange and eventually find their 
way back to the original owner. 

It is a well known fact that a dirty 
milk bottle is a great disease breeder, 
and that unclean milk bottles have 
been the means of creating and 
spreading many epidemics. Of course 
if the bottles are sterilized this kills 
the lurking germs but it is said that} 
not one in a thousand milk dealers 
zo to this trouble. 

Such a conditio& of affairs as is re-' 
ported in Boston was found in Quincy | 
a few months, ago and the Board of 
Health promptly took steps to stop it.! 

The Board of Health found that it 
was a common practice for certain 
people to make daily visits to pub- 
lic dumps, pan over the material 
thrown away, and pick out anything 
that had any value and cart it off. 
That many milk jars were thus car-; 
ried off the Board of Health were not 
long in being convinced, with the re- 
sult that a regulation prohibiting any 
person from taking any material 
from a public dump was issued. 

As far as can be learned the regu- 
lation has been generally obeyed in 
Quincey. The Board of Health found 
in their investigation that milk jars 
had found their way to the dump 
through rubbish barrels and _ that 
these collectors had gathered them up 
and sold them to the milk bottle ex- 
change and that eventually they 
found their way back to the Quincy 
dealers through the names on the 
bottles. | 

These things together with the re- 
cent resolution adopted by the Board 
of Health relative to polluting public 
ponds and water: supplies, shows that 
the Board of Health ts fully alive to 
the preservation of health of the city. 

Complaints’ Have reached the Board 
of Health that Parties were in the 
habit of dumping refuse “matter on the 
banks of streams, supplying ice pee 
as well as dumping® tiff” ¢ans; Fvege-! 
table and waste matter in water sheds 
and on the shores of ponds, it has ta- 
ken steps to stop the practice by paas- 
ing a regulation forbidding such po- 
j lution, a copy of which is advertised 
lin another column in today’s Daily 
Ledger.

Calls Bill a Menace.

Figures Out Results of Law. 


Representetive Robert J. Bulkley of 
Ohio, a meuber of the house bankigg 
rnd curreicy committee, says the new 
system will work out better for the 
rountry banks. According to Mr. Bulk- 
ley, the country banks’ old reserves 
will pay the new and leave a surplus 
of $40,000,000. 

Ue says that in three years—thirty- 
six months after the new act is in 
effect—the federal reserve banks will 
have in total assets, cash $450,215,000 
and loans $171,556,000. 

At that time, asserts Bulkley, their 
capital would be $53,445,000, and their 
deposits $568,326,000, totaling the same 
as the assets of course. This is as- 
suming that $140,000,000 in govern- 
ment deposits will be withdrawn from 
the United States treasury and be de- 
posited in the banks, 

Mr. Bulkley has endeavored to ex- 
plain how the new currency law will 
work out without disturbing business. 

All the changes he works out in de- 
tail. He figures the withdrawals from 
the country banks at $270,451,000 and 
the release of the reserve city banks at 
$169,745,000. His totals of payments 
made show cash $86,269,600, from re- 
serve agents $169.745,000 and redis- 
counts $44,816,000. a grand total of 
payments of $300,770,000. 

Mr. Bulkiey says that the central re- 
serve city banks would pay to the new 
federal reserve hanks $29,968,000

Philadelphia, Dec. 31.—The new 
twin screw torpedo boat destroyei 
Parker, the largest of her class, anc 


called the “destroyer of destroyers,’ 
has been formally. turned over to thc 
government by the builders here. 

The work of mounting the guns wil 
begin at once at the Philadelphia 
navy yard. The Parker will be 
equipped with four 4-inch rapid-firine 
guns and four twin 18-inch torpedc 
tubes.

The new appointments to the per- 
manent police force go into effect to- 
morrow, and will result in a number 
of changes that should improve the 
efficiency of the department.
